MIDDLE EAST - 

EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL-ZAYYAT REPORTEDLY MADE FAVORABLE IMPRESSION 
ON EC 9 WITH STRAIGHTFORWARD PRESENTATION RELATIVELY FREE OF 
HARSCH AND EMOTIONAL LANGUAGE, MAIN THRUST OF WHICH WAS TO 
REITERATE SADAT’S FIVE POINTS. HE TOLD GROUP HE WELCOMED OCT 15 
EC STATEMENT, THOUGH EGYPTIANS MIGHT HAVE PREFERRED "SOME 
CHANGES IN WORDING". HE ALSO REPORTEDLY TOLD THEM HE WAS 
PLEASED KISSINGER RECEIVED NOBEL PEACE NOMINATION AND 
IMPLIED HOPE KISSINGER CONTRIBUTE TO ME PEACE. USDEL ALSO 
LEARNED MALIK (USSR) FURIOUS OVER EC 9 STATEMENT ON GROUND 
IT WAS TOO PRO-ISRAEL. 

MESTIRI (TUNISIA) TOLD MACDONALD ARABS FRIENDLY TO US IN DEEP 
TROUBLE FOLLOWING LATEST ME DEVELOPMENT, AND GOT PARTICULARLY 
WORRIED SINCE GOOD RELATIONS WITH US WAS BASIC PILLAR OF 
TUNISIAN FOREIGN POLICY. HE AND HIS FONMIN CONCERNED AT REPORTS 
OF UNSETTLED STATE OF TUNISIAN OPINION - TUNISIAN PRESS "MODER- 
ATE" BUT MANY TUNISIANS LISTENING TO CAIRO AND OTHER ARAB 
RADIOS. ISRAELIS TAKING HARD LINE WHEREAS SADAT TOOK MODERATE 
LINE, OPENED DOOR TO CEASEFIRE AND LOOKED FOR PEACE, MESTIRI 
SAID, ASKING ABOUT NEWS OF REPORTED APPOINTMENT FOR ARAB FONMINS

KHMER QUESTION - 

AFTER GENERAL COMITE RECOMMENDED INSCRIPTION OF PRO-SIHANOUK

SATISFACTION AT RESULT. NOTING NUMBER OF ABSTENTIONS INDICATED 
LACK OF SUPPORT. CANADIANS, AUSTRALIANS, JAPANESE AND THAIS 
COMMENTED FAVORABLY ON BENNETT'S STATEMENT, WITH ANAND 
(THAILAND) NOTING THERE NOW NO QUESTION OF US SUPPORT FOR GKR. 
REPORTEDLY ZEWDE’S (ETHIOPIA) INSTRUCTIONS WOULD HAVE PERMITTED

KOREA IN 28TH GA - 

FRENCH DEL INDICATED PARIS USUALLY MAKES FINAL DECISIONS ON 
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SUCH CONTENTIOUS ISSUES AS KOREAN QUESTION ONLY AT LAST MINUTE 
AND IS HOPING FOR COMPROMISE RES IN ORDER AVOID TAKING SIDES. HE 
THOUGHT FRENCH WOULD NOT SUPPORT UNFRIENDLY TEXT AND ABSTAIN ON 
BOTH RESES. VRAALSEN (NORWAY) EXPECTED GON ADOPT WAIT-AND-SEE

LAW OF SEA CONFERENCE - 

AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA), WHO HAD JUST MET ZEGERS (CHILE), TOLD 
STEVENSON SANTIAGO DEFINITELY OUT AS LOS CONFERENCE SITE. WHILE 
NOT FORMALLY WITHDRAWING CHILEAN INVITATION, ZEGERS WILL SUPPORT 
RES REFERRING TO ANOTHER SITE, HE SAID, ADDING CHOICE APPEARS 
LIMITED TO GENEVA OR VIENNA. NOTING THERE SEEMED BE MOVE 
TOWARD SINGLE 10- WEEK SESSION (FAVORED BY CANADA, UK),
